Claims 1 1, 24 and 25 have been cancelled, thus addressing the 
double patenting objection.

35 U.S.C. §102 Rejections 

Claims 1-6, 10, 13-18. 20-13 and 26-32 stand rejected under under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) 
as being anticipated by Goodman et al (US Patent no: 4,630,014). 

Claims 1, 4, 13, 14, 22, 23 and 27-28 stand rejected under under 35 U.S.C, § 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Muz (US Patent no: 5,054,488). 

Claims 1-4, 7, 10, 12-16. 19 and 27-28 stand rejected under under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) 
as being anticipated by Ogawa et ial (US Patent no: 5,427,093). 

Claims 1-9, 13-21 and 27-28 stand rejected under under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Rafert et al (US Patent no: 5,817,008). 

The proposed amendments submitted with the Response to Office Action dated April 
8, 2003 have not been entered "since they raise new issues that would require further 
consideration and/or a search".
